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INFORMATION BY INTERPRETATION 


In order to develop additional information of real significance 
from the basic data published in this ALMANAC, readers are invited 
to make full use of the journalistic technique of information by inter- ' 
pretation—the key to deriving meaningful detail from skeletal facts. 
For example, being aware that two or more different political parties 
have representation in a cabinet gives a broad idea of a government's 
strength, stability and policies. A notation indicating a government's 
caretaker status or recent cabinet changes leads to considerations of 
potential shifts in political or international orientation. The field of 
comparative government can be opened by just noting the scope and 
meaning of official titles, following oscillations among Cabinet port- 
folios or being cognizant of the order in which positions are listed. 
Such relatively obvious data as the fact that a country has two capitals 
may lead to an investigation of that state’s history, geographical 
divisions, or climatological circumstances. All in all, information by 
interpretation is a challenging business to the imaginative and the 
curious; it is capable, of course, of development far beyond the few 
examples given here. 
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EDITOR'S NOTES 


EVENTS OF NOTE: A full year has passed since the Congo- 
lese achieved independence; in that year, events in the Congo have 
been variously described in this column as complex, uncertain, con- 
fusing, and kaleidoscopic. Now at last the Congo appears to have 
gained that modicum of political stability which comes with funda- 
mental agreements on basic principles. That these agreements have 
eluded Congolese leaders up to now has been part of the vast tragedy 
of that land. Upon the solidity and true nature of these agreements 
rests the foundation and developmental potential of the state. A close 
monitoring of Congolese events is therefore warranted when Parlia- 
ment convenes on or about July 2... When Kuwait severed its 
foreign policy treaty with Great Britain on June 19, Iraq’s professed 
intention to control that country was immediately rekindled. With 
the dispute flaring against a background of Arab nationalism, the 
question naturally arises: When is imperialism imperialism? ... In 
the midst of a still inconclusive international conference attempting 
to decide the future of Laos, the three principal political leaders of 
that country blandly reached and agreement to form a national union 
government without suggesting how it is to be implemented... In a 
number of countries the question again arises as to who actually 
holds difinitive power as chief of state. In the Dominican Republic, 
the assassination of Generalissimo Rafael Leonidas Trujillo, who held 
no public office, was of real moment to the continued operation of 
the government and will remain so for months to come. When the 
resignation of Korean President Polsena Yun was refused by the 
military junta, it became obvious that the office would function in 
name only as a means of avoiding recognition by other governments. 
In Luxembourg, Prince Jean assumed his mother’s executive powers, 
though the Grand Duchess has retained her monarchial titles. From 
Yemen, news has come that rule has just passed de facto to Crown 
Prince Seif al-Islam Mohammed al-Badr, the Iman’s son . . . The 
story of Portuguese Africa, painfully written of late by the events 
that have occurred there, in Lisbon, and at the United Nations, is in 
actuality the political story of the 20th Century since 1945. The 
recent and significant appointments of General Venanero Deslandes 
as Governor of Angola and Admiral Sarmento Beleza Rodrigues as 
Governor of Mozambique indicates that Portugal still struggles for 
the glories of past years ... The Union of Airican States added to 
its unique institution of Resident Ministers with the accrediting of 
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Ghana’s Salifu Yakubu and Guinea’s Toure Abdoulaye to the govern- 
ment of Mali. 


EVENTS TO WATCH: The flood of new countries coming 
into the international community shows no signs of abating. On 
December 28, Tanganyika gains freedom from the Trusteeship that 
Britain has held since 1919; four days later, independence will come 
to New Zealand’s Trust Territory of Western Somoa; In May, 1962, 
the West Indian Federation will join as an independent state, the 
Caribbean competition for local leadership; Ruanda-Urundi, Bel- 
gium’s Trust Territory in Africa, will have legislative elections in 
August in anticipation of expected independence next year ... The 
political mosaic of Africa may be altered once again if Senegal and 
Gambia are able to agree on the format for a proposed association . .. 
On July 9, the Provisional Government of Turkey submits its draft 
constitution to the country. 


INTERNATIONAL NEWS: Dr. Arne Sievard Eklund will 
succeed Sterling Cole as Director-General of the International Atomic 
Energy Agency ... A draft agreement to codify diplomatic privileges 
was doomed to limited implementation when only 36 of 84 delegations 
signed the convention at the end of the Vienna conference ... At the 
United Nations these developments of the past quarter seemed most 
sigificant: Dr. Sture Linner has been selected to replace Rayeshwar 
Dayal as Special Representative in the Congo; Italy was at last 
elected to the vacant seat on the Economic and Social Council in 
return for future Western European votes for two Asian-African 
seats; the addition of three to five under secretaries general to the 
Secretariat’s decision making echelon has been recommended by a 
distinguished committee as a means of better securing policy object- 
ives; Dag Hammarskjold chose Chakravarthi V. Narashimhan as his 
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Chef de Cabinet in an effort to break the Big Five hold on major 


Secretariat jobs. 

FACTS AND OPINIONS: Pervading international events of 
the past quarter has been the heavy emphasis on the efficacy of 
negotiation. From the host of leader to leader confrontations to the 
spectacular number of major conferences at Geneva, issue after issue 
—disarmament, Algeria, test cessation, Berlin, international com- 
merce—were brought under discussion. While negotiation is far 
from real communication, it is the necessary first step toward this 
vital achievement. For with real communication, each disputant 
comes to understand and appreciate the other’s power values, com- 


mitments, apprehensions, and goals. With this knowledge, the area ’ 


for adjustment and compromise is opened and clearly defined.
